Against Deati Men 


A. VAXDERLIP once said that the American people 


are economically illiterate, and a large amount of this 
raci' has found expression in the tariff sections of Presi- 


dent Harding's addresses. 
Practically everything that Mr. Harding has to say about 
tto tariff could as well have been written in 1880. When he 
emme to that part of his address to congress he evidently forgot 
tj,tt there had been a war, that 10,000,000 men had lost their 
lives, that 10.000,000 had been disabled, thai two economic em- 
pire* had been totally destroyed and that the United States had 
become the great creditor Nation of the world. 


Having overlooked these little details, Mr. Harding is deep- 


ly impressed by the stern necessity of protecting American in- 
dustry from the competition of Europe's dead men and of build- 
in* up markets by stifling trade. To be sure, he admits that "we 
emnnot sell unless we buy;" but feeling overpowered by the 
iridescent obviousness of this axiom, he promptly proceeds to re- 
pudiate it by insisting that "the privileges of the American mar- 
ket to the foreign producer are offered too cheaply today," and 
that "the effect on much of our own productivity is the destruc- 
tion of our self-reliance." 
The privileges of the American market may be offered too 


Cheaply, but the American consumer, struggling against the 
hijrh cost of living, has not yet perceived the appalling conse- 
quences of this era of cheapness. In spite of the Presidential 
Ukase, he will continue to think that it does not exist until he 
has had proof that is reflected in his pocketbook. As for the 
destruction of American self-reliance due to foreign com- 
petition, Mr. Harding might as well have said that the way to 
maintain popular interest in baseball as a sport would be to 
limit the National League to one club, thereby making that club 
self-reliant. One would be just as intelligent as the other. 


American trade and industry are not suffering from the ef- 


fects of foreign competition. They are suffering from the col- 
lapse of the foreign* market ; from the inability of Europe to 
buy the American breadstuffs for the lack of which millions are 
on the verge of starvation, and from the inability of Europe to 
buv the American raw materials and American products that 
are essential to the economic rehabilitation of a war-wrecked 
continent. 
In those circumstances Mr. Haramg pi'oposes a tariff re- 


vision that will -still further disturb the rate of exchange, that 
will make it impossible for Europe to pay the interest on the 
debt owed to the United States and that will so increase the 
economic turmoil of the world that our own foreign markets 
will be still further circumscribed. 
Having put forth this sage theory of economic salvation, he 


delivers himself of the wise observation that "ability to buy i? 
based on home development and the fostering: of home mar- 
kets." ffhe thot evidently never occurred to him that if this is 
true it applies to other countries as well as to the United States, 
and that they cannot buv from us either unless they too are al- 
lowed a small share of home development and that the sooner 
we help them get on their feet the better it will be for ourselves. 


Even Mr. Harding can be quite sure that the home markets 


of the United States will not be seized by Europe's industrial 
army of 10,0,00.000 dead men plus its reserves of 10,000,000 
crippled and disabled, and the next time he feels impelled to dis- 
cuss economic questions with Congress he will do better to let 
Hr. Hoover write his message. Whatever the country may need 
to rehabilitate its trade and industry, the one thing that is sure 
to make a bad matter immeasurably worse is the remedy that 
Mr. Harding recommends.
